The Walker Pilot says that Chief 
riat Mouth, head of the Pillager 
Tribe of Chippewa Indiana, who was 
driven from the reservation six years 
ago by threats ot death from his tribe 
'or not agreeing to their views in mat­ 
ters relative to Indian affairs has re­ 
amed to the Leech lake reservation. 
Time has demonstrated that Flat 
M juth was absolutely correct, and his 
tribe sent for aim at the Lake of the 
Woods, where he bas lived since his 
exile. The pipe of peace has been 
smoked, and now the Pillagers ac­ 
knowledge his wisdom and authority. 
Fiat Mouth will soon go to Washing­ 
ton in behalf of his tribe and their 
interests. The Pillagers will abandon 
their Bear Island home and take up 
quarters at the agency. 


Secretary Bliss has announced the 
appointment of Edward Warren of 
White Earth and George W. Jenkins 
of Pine River, Crow Wing county, as 
members of the Pine estimator corps. 
These appointments were made to 
take the places in the past made vacant 
by the detail of five estimators detail­ 
ed on other duty as supervisors of 
cutting of dead and down timber on 
the reservations. Warren, who is a 
half breed, is appointed at the special 
request of the Indians to protect them 
in these transactions. It is said at the 
interior department that Chief Seelye 
of the estimator corps will be made 
chief supervisor of this work and that 
three other members of the estimat­ 
ing corps, in addition to Warren, will 
be detailed on the same business.

Physicians and nurses stood 
around tho operating table, and the pa­ 
tient was carefully etherized. An in­ 
cision, barely skin deep, was made, and 
the girl carefully stitched up in elabor­ 
ate dressings and bandages. When she 
was allowed to recover consciousness, 
she was too weak to raise her band. 
Hbe felt the irritation of the wound and 
was thankful to find herself alive. In 
two weeks she was completely oared. — 
Chicago Times-Herald.

neighborhood of the K by ber Pass. The 
Afrldis are a hardy and restless race 
of mountaineers. They have been loyal 
to the British in previous outbreaks, 
and guarded the Khyber Pass during 
the Afghan war. 
Their present con­ 
duct suggests a widespread concert of 
action among the tribes, inspired prob­ 
ably by the preaching of Moslem fanat­ 
ics. The country is a difficult one for 
military operations, 
and 
the indian 
government is obliged to strongly pro­ 
tect the remotest outposts, as even a 
alight reverse 
would 
stir up more 
tribes. 


The excitement over the discoveries 
of gold in the Klondike region shows 
little abatement, although the begin­ 
ning of the Arctic winter Is at hand At 
the middle of this month three thou­ 
sand adventurers, with two thousand 
tons of freight, were waiting at the en­ 
trance to the White Puss in Alaska 
for an opportunity to cross the moun­ 
tains to the Yukon river.

When ready to do the work, select a 
bright day, fill a small tub nearly full of 
warm water and add a little Ivory soap to 
make suds, put each piece in and wash 
carefully. 
After each article is clean, 
rinse in slightly blue water, to which a 
little thiu starch is added, wring and hang 
in the shade. 
When dry, sprinkle, fold, 
and let stand half an hour. 
Iron on the 
wrong side, pressing down 
heavily to 
throw out the stitches of the embroidery, 
thus restoring their original beauty.

Orders are Strict.

When tho hungry biddy 
gobbles up the grain that draws the 
prize, she follows up the siring, stow­ 
ing it away until she comes to the 
card. 
Then you will see her put out 
for home, carrying in her mouth your 
polite request. 


Children and School*. 
The law in regard to sending child 
ren to school is not generally known 
aud the following information from 
the statutes will servo to enlighten 
those who are ignorant of tho provis 
ions: 
All children between eight aud six­ 
teen years of age are required to at­ 
tend either a public or private school 
at least twelve weeks every year, at 
least six weeks of which shall be con­ 
secutive. 
Children may be excused 
by the school board for the following 
reasons: (l)poverty; (2) weak mental 
or bodily condition; (3) instruction at 
home, subject to the public school e x ­ 
aminations; (4) proficiency in t he ordi­ 
nary branches; (5) residence ut a dis­ 
tance of more than two miles by the 
nearest traveled road. 
Persons hav­ 
ing control of children and failing to 
comply with these provisions are sub­ 
ject to a line of from ten to tweuty- 
live dollars for the first offense and 
from twenty live to fifty dollars for 
every subsequent offense. 


Interesting Report from Alaska. 


O. B. Cook, of Staples, who went to 
Alaska tile earl) part of .July in com­ 
pany with his two bi ut hers intending 
to Jrows the White Horse or Chilkoot 
pass and get into the country over­ 
land has arrived home aud in an iii 
terview he states that their supplies 
ran low, and rather than spend the 
long Ahisknn winter in the mountains 
poorly provisioned, they gave up Un- 
trip for tie* season. 
They will try it 
again in the spring, when Mr. Cook 
will join his brothers, who are still at 
Pyoa. 
Mr. Cook says that anybody 
who is willing to work can get work 
in Alaska at a good figure. 
Laborers 
are paid fit) per day for unskilled 
labor. Men who are strong enough to 
“pack” can make as high as £25 per 
day. 
There are several negroes who 
hr ye spent the summer packing, and 
they made $25 per day and board dur­ 
ing the entire season. 
Mr. Cook says 
that the trip by way of the Chilkoot 
pass, although 2,000 miles shorter than 
up tho Youkon by boat, is very diffi­ 
cult to accomplish. 
The cost of pack­ 
ing from Dyea to Lake Linderrnan, a 
distance of thirty miles, is now Hourly 
50 cents, being an increase of 35 cents 
since the first of the season. 
Luke 
Linderrnan is the point where the 
prospectors all build their bouts to 
make tho trip to Klondyke. One of the 
bouts such us tho trip requires will 
cost, about $500, and is a very rudo af­ 
fair. 
The cost and labor of construc­ 
tion of one of these boats is not the 
only obstacle in the way of a trip by 
this route. 
Prospectors experience a 
great deal of trouble on account of 
high winds. 
In the canons of Alaska 
it is no uncommon thing to see wavi s 
five suet high on a river less than a 
quarter of a mile wide. These, together 
with the uncertainty of the channel 
make the trip a most difficult one. The 
navigation on the Yukon river has 
closed on account of low water, and 
the only way to reach tho land of the 
yellow metal now is by the back-door 
route. 
Mr. Cook est im at es nearly 2,000 peo­ 
ple have gone over the Chilkoot pass, 
while nearly 500 have started over tho 
new route known as the White Horse 
pass. 
People have an idea there is a 
scarcity of women iii Alaska, but that 
is not the case. Nearly lifiy of the fair 
sex have gone over the Chilkoot pass, 
while a few have even attempted to 
make the trip over the more difficult 
of the two, tho White Horse path. 
Many women in Alaska dress iii men’s 
clothes, wearing high-top boots. The 
women who have gone to Alaska in 
quest of the yellow metal have stood 
the climate nearly as well as their 
more sturdy companions. 
There will be no more boats to Cir 
cie City and points in the gold region 
until the iniildle of next July, aud all 
supplies must bo transported over the 
passes by the native dogs. These dogs 
are valued at $150 apiece in Alaska. 
Dogs have been transported from the 
United States for this purpose, but 
they do not stand the cold. Their feet 
are easily frozen, aud the native dog 
is the ouly one that gives satisfaction. 
The Indians of Alaska look to Amer­ 
icans very much like Japanese. They 
uro inclined to be friendly, but are 
somewhat lazy, and their services can­ 
not be bad as guides or packers for 
uny reasonable amount. 
T here will no doubt be a great deal 
of competition for the Alaskan travel 
next spring and summer. Competition 
among the transportation companies 
will open up tins country in a way 
that nothing else could do. The facil­ 
ities for transportation have been very 
meager this summer, and the compan­ 
ies engaged in this business have been 
unable to care for half the business. 
One reason for the scarcity of pro­ 
visions iii the gold region is on ac­ 
count of the steamboat companies re­ 
fusing to receive outfits weighing 
over 290 pounds, 
l ’rospectors start- 
out with a full year’s supplies had to 
dispose of over half of it at Dyea be­ 
fore proceeding. Next year everything j 
iu Alaska will be cheaper, aud the 
great influx of people which are cur** 
lain to come to its shores, will make 
Alaska a more inhabitable place.

Women In Horticulture. 
According to the census of 1890, there 
were 813 commercial greenhouses, ox 
about I in IS, owned and managed by 
women. We have a personal acquaint­ 
ance with several women who are suc­ 
cessful retail florists. Other women, to 
our knowledge, are making a success of 
raising carnations and other flowers for 
the wholesale trade. Theso people soon 
learn that tho business of raising and 
selling flowers is besot by much care 
and labor that do not come under the 
head of poetry. And yet nearly all wo­ 
men florists that we have met were led 
into the business because they first of 
all loved flowers. It adds to the delight 
and success of any occupation if one has 
a love therefor. 
There is no question that, us a rulo, 
women have a grouter fondness than 
men for flowers. Why, therefore, should 
they not engage in growing and han­ 
dling them for profit? 
The rougher 
work abont flower raising, such as the 
care of greenhonse furnaces, the han­ 
dling of soil and manure and the like, 
oan easily be done by men who work 
for moderate wages. If women aro suc­ 
cessful as florists, they are equally so as 
raisers of vegetables and smaller fruits, 
especially strawberries. They direct the 
rougher work, help to prepare the prod­ 
uce for customers and perhaps take In 
hand the selling, thus keeping closely in 
touch with the stute of the m arket 
Generally speaking, we think that the 
raising of strawberries near our best 
markets is further from being overdone 
than that of almost any other kind of 
pioduce. The consumption is enormous, 
and fresh fruit brought quickly from 
the fields, without a large distance in* 
terveuing, always will sell considerably 
higher than fruit long from the vines 
that bas been shipped. Muoh of the 
work of picking and handling small 
fruits is well suited to be done by wo­ 
men.— Vick's Magazine.

It Is agreed that the cowboy Is pass­ 
ing. 
He is succumbing to barbed wire 
fences and railroads. 
But of this there 
was no sign at the reunion of Texas 
cowboys a few days ago. 
was a picnic on a large scale—a 
picturesque, fantastic spectacle. 
There i 
was a wild, barbaric dash about it, a 
vividness and enthusiasm such as this 
country never saw before. 
There was 
nothing ever like it except the first re­ 
union last year, and that was only half 
as big as the present one. 
More than 15,000 visitors came to the 
little prairie town where the Wichita 
Valley railroad ends. 
It Is the nearest 
railroad town to the heart of the cat­ 
tle country. 
Of course there was not room to 
house so many, but this made not the 
slightest trouble. 
The visitors didn’t 
expect to live in hotels. 
They camped 
along Seymour creek and the Brazos 
river for four milee. 
Many came on the railroad, more on 
horseback, a few hundred In wagons, 
and some on foot. 
And it was worth 
every sacrifice that was made. 
Texas has had a 
prosperous year. 
The rains came at the right time. 
The 
cattle are fat and bringing a good price. 
There has been plenty of work for the 
cowboys. 
Men who have lived all their lives 
In cities or on small 
and 
peaceful 
farms can have no idea of what this 
cowboy gathering was like. 
To begin 
with, they may think that there was no 
end of trouble. 
During the three days’ 
celebration there were only two cases 
of disorder. 
One man was arrested for 
cutting a rope to keep the crowd back, 
and another for carelessly breaking the 
wheel of a wagon. 
The cowboys came In all the glory of 
their adornment. 
They arrayed them­ 
selves in new sheepskin leggins or cor­ 
duroy trousers, which are matters of 
no particular moment. 
They had their 
brightest kerchiefs knotted 
around 
their necks, and these are Important. 
They wore the finest of sombreros, 
heavy with gold and silver trimmings. 
Their saddles were truly magnificent, 
and more than one wore silver spurs. 
And never, perhaps, was so many 
gorgeous revolvers to be seen In ono 
place. 
A cowboy never calls the weap­ 
on a revolver. 
It is a pistol, a gun, or 
a pop. 
The initial cost of the revol­ 
vers—and they are the 
finest 
that 
money can buy—doesn’t compare with 
the amount spent on their adornment. 
They are inlaid with gold, and many 
are studded with 
diamonds. 
Tho 
cowboy’s pride In his pistol exceeds 
that In anything else that he possesses. 
There were little cowboys and big 
cowboys; men with 
soft, 
apologetic 
voices and terrible records and others 
with swaggering 
gait and brawling 
voice that are as dangerous es don­ 
keys. 
The features of the reunion were the 
cowboy games and the “broncho bust­ 
in’ ” and steer roping contests. 
The 
ablest cowboys on the panhandle took 
part in these, and it was an exhibition 
that was worth 
going 
hundreds of 
miles to see. 
There was a grand stand 
erected that seated 2,800 people, and 
It was crowded. 
Seymour is 
proud 
of Its enterprise In building that stand. 
The meanest, strongest, most evil- 
inspired horses that live were selected 
for the contests. 
Those who 
know 
something of this dangerous and excit­ 
ing sport from the Wild West show 
can have only an approximate idea of 
what this contest was like. 
It took 
place on the prairie and the foremost 
men among the most wonderful horse­ 
men of the world had a part In It. They 
were not giving an exhibition for the 
benefit of a lot of people who knew 
nothing about it. 
They had to please 
the most captious of critics who knew 
every point of the game. And the cow­ 
boys are not afraid to criticise. 
Emeline 
Gardenhine, last 
year’s 
champion, a slender, active man, first 
came forth, swinging his lariat as a 
small boy waves a flag. 
From the pen 
rushed a bay horse with white spots on 
his side, a powerful and wonderfully 
swift animal. 
He went by at 
top 
speed. 
The lariat curled gracefully through 
the air and settled over the wild horse. 
Gardenhlne’s mount stretched out his 
feet and waited for the shock. It came 
with such force that the horse was 
Jerked from under its rider.

He Indulged In ground and lofty tum­ 
bling. 
He sprang up In the air and 
twisted his body about in the most ex­ 
traordinary fashion. 
He executed a 
back-bucking step that was distinctly 
novel and which made the cowboys roll 
on the ground with laughter. 
It took Bob Wilson half an hour to 
saddle a vicious looking 
bay. 
But 
when Bob was in the saddle the animal 
behaved in the tamest possible manner 
aud Bob was filled with disgust. 
“I want a real ‘bronk,’ ” said Bob; 
“this thing’s nothin’ but a hobby-horse. 
He’s as easy to ride as a railroad train.” 
But it had been agreed that each 
man was to have but one horse, so Bob 
went off grumbling over his hard luck. 
A trim and timid brown broncho, 
with a light, delicate step, was led forth 
for Marion 
McGinty, of the U-Fork 
ranch. 
She looked as if a child could 
ride her. 
She made not the slightest 
protest when the saddle was placed up­ 
on her and the flank girth was cinched. 
McGinty had 
looked the mare over 
closely and he had made up his mind 
she was not what she seemed. 
She wasn’t. 
Riding that horse was a 
good deal like 
riding a cyclone—you 
can not tell exactly what happens, but 
you know that much is going o n .’ 
That gentle looking animal shot her­ 
self into the air. 
She came down on 
four feet and two feet and one foot.

If you have ever seen those fireworks 
things called “nigger chasers” you can 
have some idea of the way Old Gray 
acted on the ground. 
But nothing that,

The steer crossed the line on the run. 
Persley’s lariat settled over his horns. 
I he steer turned a complete somer­ 
sault. 
The horse braced himself while 
Persley ran up to the prostrate 
and 
stunned animal. 
The man threw up 
his hat to show that the steer was tied 
in Im. l*4s. 
Emeline Gardenhine caught the steer 
around the head and horn and the big 
animal came down with a crash. 
The 
pony dragged the steer while Emeline 
was dismounting. 
The animal was 
tied In Im.

.Cotton cellulose is an interesting ma­ 
teria l. 
Neither alcohol, benzine, ether, 
Indeed they have no effect in any way 
chloroform nor w ater will dissolve ;it, 
upon it. 
A 50 per cent solution of zinc 
chloride added to any form of cellulose 
conquers it. 
The result is liquid of 
sirupy consistency, which will, when 
sufficiently diluted, precipate the cellu­ 
lose in the form of a gelatinous mass 
It contains about 25 per cent zinc ox­ 
ide and is more or less hydrated. 
Al 
m ost every known substance contains 
more or less water, and this is of great 
im portance in the handling of cellulose 
in spinning, especially what is ta own 
as hygroscopic m oisture being neces 
sary. 
Very dry cotton will not make 
smooth thread. 
It is knotty, brittle 
and harsh, and tw ists and snarls con 
tinually. Loaded w ith a certain am ount 
of moisture, it becomes soft, elastic and 
manageable. 
On the same principle, 
wool mufet carry a certain proportion 
of grease. 
W ithout this it is im pos­ 
sible to spin fine and smooth threads.

The real meaning of a crest seems 
quite obscure to many people. 
The 
crest- I s. In fact, simply the ornam ent 
on the top of the helmet worn by a 
commander, and Is to distinguish him 
in the confusion of 
battle, says the 
Philadelphia Times. 
The m antle is 
the covering of the helmet, and is as 
inappropriate as the crest for ladies’ 
use, excepting only persons who use it 
as a robe of estate. Helmets are of five 
kinds, varying according to rank. 
The 
crest Is always, unless specially stated 
otherwise, placed upon a wreath upon 
the top of the helmet, and is always 
painted thus. 
The crest was in use 
long before arm orial bearings were, and 
is the true m ark of chivalry and nobil­ 
ity. Achievements, shield of arms, es­ 
cutcheon and coat of arms are one and 
the same, although achievements are 
usually applied to “those funeral es­ 
cutcheons which being placed upon the 
fronts of houses or elsewhere set forth 
the rank and circum stance of the de­ 
ceased.’’ 
A m an’s coat of arm s la al­ 
ways painted upon a shield, with sup­ 
porters and crest, if entitled to a crest. 
A coat of arm s was “a habit worn by 
the ancient knights over their arm or, 
both in battles and tournam ents, upon 
which was applied the arm ories of the 
knights, embroidered in gold and sil­ 
ver, and enameled with benten tin, 
colored black, 
green, red and blue, 
whence the rule ever to apply color on 
color, or metal on metal.” The achieve 
ments of m arried women are arranged 
precisely as their husbands’, without 
the helmet, crest, m antle or motto, the 
ground always painted black under the 
wife’s and white under the husband’s. 
Spinsters’ and widows’ arm s m ust al­ 
ways be painted upon a lozenge. 
“The 
achievements of widows 
differ from 
wives’ in two respects—the escutcheon 
is lozenge shaped and the ground is 
entirely black. 
The arm s should be 
encircled by a silver cordon." 
This 
cordon Is the badge of 
widowhood, 
and, of course, should never be used 
by unm arried 
women, though some 
outside make the m istake of painting It 
around the arm s of spinsters. “Shells, 
cheruhian heads and knots or bows of 
ribbon are often placed about the arms 
of women, w hether spinsters, wives or 
widows.” 
If an unm arried woman is 
a peeress her “supporters’ robe of es­ 
tate and coronet" may be added to her 
arms. 
There are now nine different 
crowns or coronets used in England, 
flower-de-luce, straw berry leaves and 
balls form ing their varying ornam enta­ 
tion, according to the varying ranks. 
Our American duchess of M arlborough 
Is entitled to her coronet, but she may 
not use a crest.

Scientist# P red ict T h at S tat# of A ffair 
F or see7 . 
Prof. Spencer’s 
address 
before the 
members of the American A nociation 
for the advancem ent of science at De­ 
troit last week attracted great com­ 
ment at 
that assembly. He made a 
prediction, based on figures which he 
presented, th at the course of the lakes 
was being changed, and th at in time 
Detroit would be good fishing where 
the city hall now stands, and shortly 
after the waters of the lakes would be 
pouring over Chicago toward the Mis­ 
sissippi, and Niagara Falla would cease 
to exist. 
Prof. Spencer said th at he 
agreed with Prof. Gilbert that there 
was a gradual upward tilting of the 
earth’s crust at the northw est, and this 
discovery showed It was the cause of 
the closing of the Ontario basin. 
By 
data showing th at the shore line of the 
lakes was changing 
and 
the waters 
were gradually rising at the rate of 
about an inch in ten years to the south­ 
west, he dem onstrated th at the whole 
lake region was being tilted in that di­ 
rection. 
He said this would seem of 
trifling importance, but it was really a 
serious m atter 
for Chicago, because 
th at city stands on a low plain. 
The 
work of cutting the Chicago drainage 
canal, he said, was a mere anticipation 
of nature, for the tilting of the lake 
basin would have produced the same 
result in less than a thousand years. 
Prof. Spencer dem onstrated by figures 
th at a t one time the Erie basin emp­ 
tied, not by the N iagara river, but by 
a buried valley, directly into the head 
of 
Lake 
Ontario, 
and th at Niagara 
river and falls were modern features. 
He also showed that the gorge near the 
falls was eating Us way backward at 
a rate of over a foot a year, and that 
in the course of a few lifetimes it 
would wipe Itself out. 
He and Prof. 
Gilbert agree th at the calam ity which 
will bury all lower Michigan and make 
a broad river through Illinois will not 
occur until 4897.
